The Italians In the Argentine Repub¬ 
lic constitute 1,200,000,000 of the total 
population of 6,1000,000. Of the 870,- 
000 dwellers in Buenos Ayres, the 
metropolis, 300,000 are of Italian blood. 
Here they have won a most enviable 
position. Half the banking capital, 
$160,000,000, they control, and more 
than half of the 7,000 shops are con¬ 
ducted by them. The greater part of 
this up-to-date town has been planned 
by Italian architects and built by Ital¬ 
ian masons. The most of the river and 
coastwise carrying business Is In their 
bands. The engineering, milling, furni¬ 
ture, paper, soap, hat, tobacco, cement, 
marble, tanning and canned meats In¬ 
terests are dominated by Italians. 

In the country tlieir success keeps 
pace with that In the city. The raising 
of com and grasses and vines has been 
the creation of the Italians, who have 
made it profitable. The immigrants 
own farm property to the value of $70,- 
000,000. lu the wheat belt they are 
conspicuous: one has 07,000 acres; an¬ 
other 12,000, and so on. The foremost 
wine producer of South America oper¬ 
ates In Argentina and has 2,.WO acres 
growing the grape. All told some 37,- 
000,000 gallons of wine will be the re¬ 
sult of Itallnii labor in that state. All 
this has been accompllsbed within 
twenty-five years. In the migration 
movement of modem times nothing 
0 <iuals the progress of the Italians in 
Argentina.

DOMESTIC LIFE IN PANAMA. 

C'uBtoiiis of Itaily I.lfe Among: the Wo¬ 
men—Tables of the Klch. 

, all eyes lire now turned on Pnna 
ina, a picture of the domestic life of 
Panama, given by a returned traveler, 
la sure to be of Interest. 

The gentlewomen of Panama, ac¬ 
cording to this (disi'rver. are, in com- 
inon with other t’olombiana, graceful 
in inovemetd and charming in manner. 
The houses of the rich are large and 
often open on a central court, In.xnriant 
with lines and tlowers. Some of tlu'se 
courts are protected hy awnings in the 
sunny hours, and somi' of them have 
perfumed fountains which are utilized 
for baths. Hut, truth to tell, the I'oloni- 
liians do not favor much bathing. Ati 
American girl was advised that tier 
freipient use of water would ruin her 
comitlexiou. Her friends daulasl tludr 
faces and occasionally their necks with 
a little tiguurdiente. a sort of I'ane rum, 
Htid dried them with tiny hice trlmmed 
towels. The rooms do not usually con¬ 
tain much furniture, but are decked 
with a wealth of troiucal flowers of 
exiiuislte fragrance. rare iilaut of 
the orchid family bears th(> I'lower of 
the Holy tihost. The petals are of an 
alabaster white, and within them :ip 
pear a miniature chaisd of alabaster, 
coutaiidng a dove with drooping wings, 
the stamens and (listils producing the 
resemblance to the dove form. Dther 
beautiful orchids abound. 

Little upholstered furidture Is used, 
and the tlistrs are tiled. In the sala, 
or parlor, is a doulde row of wicker 
rocking chairs down the center, and 
when a hostess receives she and her 
guests rtK’k i-onllnually while they 
chat. The ('olonibians are a hospitable 
people and rei-eive strangers cordially. 
It Is customary for a stranger to send 
cards to those who.se acquaintance he 
desires, and etlquete diunands that the 
rei'lplents of the cards call within a 
few days.

To Clean Pliimea. 

As white ostrich feathers are so 
much used on hats this winter, here 
is a little useful information as to the i 
manner of eleaning them: Make a 
lather of pure soap with a little am- : 
monla in it, using about a quart of ; 
water or more if the feathers are very 
large. SIovc tliem to and fro gentl.v in 
this, then lightly press them from stem 
to tip betw'een the thumb and finger, 
and do the same in an equal amount 
of clear hot water. Then repeat it in 
one of cold water slightly tinted with 
blue. 

Hang them to dry where there is a 
draught, and shake them at intervals; 
Itefore quite dry gently shake them 
before a gas stove, or they can be 
partially dried by steam over a pan 
of quick boiling water, and finished as ' 
directed. Comb them carefully and , 
curl any stray strands with a silver ' 
knife.—Vogue.

Frequent fretful crying indicates 
some distnrbanii' of tlie general sys¬ 
tem. It may be an earache or hunger, 
or the pricking of a faulty or ill-ad- 
jnateil safety pin, or It may be things 
more serious.

MONEY IN SKUNKS 

The Despised Polecat a Sonres of Rev. 
enue to the People of Maine. 

The despised skunk is worth more 
to the people of .Maine than all the 
honey bees in the State and than all 
the deer killed in that great gaino 
commonwealth in a season, says a 
Maine writer. The skunk is valuable 
both for his fur and for the oil that 
is In lilni, and both the oil and the fur 
arc in ever-increasing demand. 

Fashion in furs regulates the price 
of skunk skins. I’our years ago the 
coat of a dark skunk was worth from 
.'!!2..">0 to and the demand exci'eded 
tlie supply. Kime then the nnisknit 
has come into favor and the price of 
skunk skins has fallen to about $2 fof 
tile best. M'hen. liowever. there are a 
dozen fat skunks to be hail ou ever.v 
acre of meadoiv land, wlien a liant 
wood club is the only wo.npon needed 
for killing them, and wlien every fat 
skunk contains at least a quart of oil. 
worth .$5 a gallon at wholesale, there 
is money in the business. 

Most of the skunk pelts are shipped 
to a Philadelphia firm, where they are 
mnile up Into furs for export to France 
and Germany, in which eonntries tliey 
pass as monkey skins. It Is estimated 
that Maine’s revenue from skunks 
amounts to $ir>(MK)t) to .flT.'i.odO amiiial 
ly, which Is donlile the sum derived 
from all the honey lieos in the State, 
and certainly more than all the 8,001 
deer shot are worth to the men who 
kill them. From 10(1.(Kk) to 150.00) 
skunks are killed iti Maine ever.v fall. 

The demand for oil Is steadily in¬ 
creasing, and the price lias advanced 
50 cents to a gallon within a year. 
The natives prize the oil fer Its vir¬ 
tues ns a cure for rheumatism and 
stiff joints and largo quantities of it 
are bought by country traders iitici 
sent to (Iriigglsts out of the State. 

It Is estimated that the annual pro 
duction of skunk oil in Maine exceeds 
26,000 gallons and tlie quantity Is tii 
creased by adulteration with the fatty 
oils obtained from hens aud wood 
chucks, a deception which has proveil 
most profitable to the skunk magnates.
